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We are now working out plans, Witi the Jugoslav Liaison Mission, 
for implementing our undertakings under the recent 4nglo-Jugoslav Agreement 
about repatriation, and in this connection the Jugoslavs have put up to us 
a number of proposels, which I feel you should know about. In the first 
place they are proposing to publish a weekly news bulletin in Serbo-Sroat 
for Gistribution among all the Jugoslav D.P.s, to start a wall newspaper in 
camps and to print ani distribute a leaflet setting out the terms and cone 
ditions of the various emesties passed by the Jugoslav Government, which 
are Spolioable to the Jugoslev D.P.s, ‘This Oommission will be responsible 
for ceraoring all these activities, and I do not think that you need be 
uneasy lest objection=bie mtter should appear, ‘The Jugoslavs are also 
proposing to held cinem shows either in the D.P. camps or in the nearest 
locel Austrian cinem, and to arrange special broadcasts from Radio Ljube 
ljana cddreseed to the Croat and Slovene D.P.s in Austria, We will keep 
an eye on the films they show, but of course cannot control the broadcasts, 


Geners2 Naclean has given approval to ail the above proposals, 
but there are two further ones which raise rather wider issues, end on which 
I would be glad to have your views before we commit ourselves, The first is 
& proposal to bring parties of up to ten people at a tims from Jugoslevia, 
consisting of D.P.a who have already been repatriated, The object of this 
is that these repatriates should tell of their first-hand experiences in 
Jugoslavia; and I myself fee] that this is-the mst promising way of in- 
@ucing some of the D.?.s at present in our zone in Austria to return to 
Jugoslavia, Such a scheme is envisaged in Article 7 of the Anglo-Jugoslav 
Agreement, and I should be glad to know if you see any objections, and, if 
not, what steps you think should be taken to control these parties after 
their arrival in Austria, ‘The intention is that the teams of repatriates 
should spend two to three weeks at 4 time golng round various camps in our 
zone, ‘They will, of course, have to be properly documented before leaving 
Jugoslavia, and it might be best for administrative reasons if they were 
attached temporarily to the Jugoslav Liaison Mission, I om naturally mst 
anzious that there shovld be no a@ifficulties with such parties either at 
the frontier or after they have arrived in Austria; and if you are prepared 
to leave their control to us, I hope that we shall be able to ensure tht 
they do not obviously engage in activities of a subversive nature,

Fron the beginning we have followed in the British Zone 
a policy designed to ensure that those displaced persons who covja not be 


persuaded to return to their comtries or to settle elsewhere should take 


employaént in Austria, This policy has achieved considerable success, 


It may be assumed that those displeced persons vho live outside camps 
are maintaining themselves end their dependents in the seme way as the 
Austrian population amongst which they live. ‘Those tho remain inside 
camps have been subjected to the Austrian Coxpulsory Service Law, and 
for the most part those able-bodied persons who are not required for 
camp duties are now in employment outside the camps, Our statistics 
shew that of 31,000 persons living in comps in the British Zone

British Folicy towards Yugoslav Displaced Persons. 


Two and a half years after the end of the war in Europe Britain is 
still faced with the problem of what to do with thousands of Yugoslav 
refugees, mostly Slovences, still rema‘ning in the British Zme of Austria. 
Although e number of them have returned home, and some have been able to 
emigrate to the Americas, the problem still remains. 


During these 2} years the refugees in question have been administered, 
propaganded and "screened" in varying degrees and with varying efficiency 
and human understanding by: Military Government, UNRRA, IRO, Yugoslav. 
"Repatriation" and Yugoslav "War Criminals Missions. (The inverted conmas 
are used deliberately in the case of the Yugoslav Missions.) The War 
Office Special Mission, and the new "super" Yugoslav Mission recently 
arrived are now busy doing the job according to the latest terms of 
reference, whatever they may be. 


The Yugoslav Government have shown no consistency of approach to the 
DP problem. There has been a series of “amnesties", the extension and 
progressive scaling-up of the classes qualifying on repatriation for 
absolution being eloquent proof that loose talk about all DFs being “war 
eriminals" has,run counter to Yugoslavia's urgent man=-power needs. 


It would have been & miracle if British policy, considering the number 
of different bodies and departments involved, had shown any consistency, 
and it certainly has shown little. Even British refusal to countenance 
forcible repatriation of nm-war criminals, often stated by respmsible 
British Ministers as a cardinal principle, is made to look equivocal by the 
action of the British Military Authorities in May 1945 who handed over 
11,000 Slovenes, including women and children, to the Partisan Army. It 
does not appear to be widely kmown in Eritish cireles, but it is clear that 
the entire 11,000 were dead (murdered) by August of that year. Their 
relatives are still in the camp at Spittal. Can it be wondered that they 
refuge to return home themselves? Anyone doubting the facts or the 
reaction to events need only speak to Dr. Mersol in Spittal Camp, who 
personally pleaded with Field-Mershal Alexander at Viktring camp in June 
1945 not to send any more Slovenes home against their will. 


It is true that there has been a consistent attempt to persuade the 
Yugoslavs to go home both by the British, by UNRRA and by the Yugoslav 
Missions sent here for the purpose. Experience has proved that the s trong 
prejudices of the refugees themselves against a Communist regime 
(encouraged by a strong clerical element among the Slovenes themselves 
little better than Communists in their conception of real freedom and 
democracy) plus news received by individual refugees from home (or the, 
very lack of that news) have far outweighed the blendishments of 
representatives of the Federative People's Republic and the persuasive 
effect of restriction or cancellation of welfare and recreational 
facilities in the camps. i 


It is necessary to face the fact that no more repatriation of 
consequence can be produced by persuasive means. The Yugoslavs, and in 
particular the Slovene majority among them, have certainly made up their 
minds to this effect, and it is time that the authorities responsible for 
their present care and their future disposal accepted the fact. 


A major developement arising from the ding-dong battle between the 
resettlers and the repatriators has been a growing mistrust on the part of 
the Yugoslav refugees of British motives and intentions that is rapidly 


/developing 


developiffg into a hatred of the British and all their ways. ‘Let us look 
at the matter, for a change, from the Yugoslav point of view. 


: In 1944 and 1945 thousands of Slovenes awaited in vain the realisation 
of their dream; deliverance from the Germans and the Communicsts by a 
British landing on the Adriatic coast. Thousands fled from what they 
regarded as a communist "terror" - a number without any real on, but flee 
they did - into what they regarded as British protection beyond the Loibl 
Pass in May 1945. Eleven thousand, as already stated, were handed back to 
face Partisan wrath, on the pretect (that is their story) that they were 
being sent to Italy. The majority of the remainder are still in Carinthia 
suffering successive"waves" of screening, persuasion, "Westward Ho" etc. 

One day they. read of 2 meeting between Major-General Maclean and Tito. 

They do not know what passed between them, but they do know that the Major- 
General counts as a friend of the Yugoslav dictator. They cannot conceive 
that any good can accrue to them from such a meeting. The Major-General's 
Mission, operating under a cloak of supposed secrecy for several months past 
and therefore being much too "hush hush" to issue a statement to the press, 
continues to delve into the individual past of each Yugoslav. 


Then General Steele visits Tito, and the rumours run wild. It is 
reported that agreement is reached for the return home of 7,000 Slovene 
refugees. Although quite untrue, it was a stout-hearted Yugoslav refugee 
whoddid not think that after all the British were selling-out in order to 
rid themselves of an embarrassing problem, for was not the 7,000 the figure 

‘\eor the total Slovene DP population of Carinthia? 


Meanwhile Wéstward Ho has been somewhat soft-pedalled. True, the 
Yugoslav respmse was disappointing at the tigje of red-hot indiscriminate 
recruitment, for Yugoslavs do not yearn for the UK But more trouble is in 
store for those Yugoslavs who signed on for the first transport in October. 
Due to the arrival of the latest Yugoslav Repatriation-cum-War Criminals 
Mission, and the desire to give them a run for their money, the Yugoslav 
contingent is held back from Westward Ho to give the new Mission a chance of 
propaganding them. No wonder feeling on the day of departure of the 
Ukrainians and other non-Yugoslavs for the UK from Kellerberg is running 
pretty high. Can it be ronceived that such action is conducive to voluntary 
repatriation? Can it be expected that the persons affected believe that the 
British are watching the interests of the persons entrusted by the chance of 
war to them? 


If anyone believes that any new Yugoslav Mission ean by any conceivable 
means other than forcible inerease the flow of voluntary repatriation, then 
he is disregarding the accumulated experience gained by successive British 
and international bodies since 1945, besides taking an altogether too naive 
view of the cumulative effect on the refugee mind of the various uncoordinated 
attempts to do something practical about the future of these thousands of 
human beings. 


The British may not at.the moment care whether or not they enjoy the 
respect and trust of the Yugoslav DPs (though the feelings of several thousands 
of intelligent and. sensitive persons may one day count for more than they do 
now) but it will be agreed that there is little purpose in increasing ill- 
feeling towards us if nothing else is achieve cn the positive side. Yet in 
the submission of the writer, who numbers members of all the organisations 
mentioned in this memorandum besides several BPs amongst his acquaintances, 
any further concessions whatsoever to the representatives of the Federative 
People's Republic, such as for instance the holding up of the Yugoslav 
continent in Westward Ho in the current week, which operate in the slightest 
degree to the disadvantage of the refugees themselves, can only have one 
effect: to increase hatred and distrust of the British. Such concessions, 
far from encouraging repatriation by voluntary means, are much more likely 
to result in suicide. 


/let us 


Let us therefore face the facts. These Yugoslavs are not going 
home, ettcept by force. Shame on us if we send them home by force unless 
they are guilty of what we, the British, call war crimes. What purpose 
is served by the presence of bigger and better Yugoslav Missions in 
Carinthia? If we are going to hand over the DPs to them, all we need 
is to lay on some cattl@ trucks at Rosenbach and push them through the 

| tunnel. If we are not going to hand them o then let's concentrate 
on settling them wherever practicable, including in Austria wh they 
are needed badly in spite of the purely political cries for their removal. 
The important work of weeding out the sheep from the goats must be done, 

} and the War Office S.R.C. is competent to do it. But let a statement be 
issued to tell the world what Britain's policy isk and let us see IRO, 
Westward Ho and Vers la France go ahead at full steam. If the Yugoslav 
Missions don't like it, it is just too bad. They themselves have failed 
miserably to put across the case for return home in the many months at their 
@isposal and in spite of facilities greater thah those available in the 
other zmes of Austria, and they have had their day.

As set forth in its Constitution, one of the primary functions 
of the International Refugee Organisation is to encourage and assist 
those persons who are the concern of the Organisation in returning to 
their countries of nationality or former habitual residence and, in 
particular, to provide such persons with material assistance including 
"adequate food for a period of three months from the time of their 
departure from their present places of residence, providing they are 
returning to a country suffering as a result of enemy occupation during 
the war," 


As you are aware, the plan of providing additional rations 
to returning repatriates was followed during 1946 and in the Spring of 
494.7 with quite satisfactory results, It has been generally considered 
that these additional rations were largely instrwuental in inducing 
many displaced persons to retw'n to their countries of origin, 


I have been advised by the Executive Seoretary of PCIRO that 
it is desired to implement the provision of the three-month repatriation 
incentive to the extent possible at the earliest practicable date. 

With this in view I have been instructed to ascertain whether you are in 
a position to furnish a 90-day ration to those who desire to repatriate 
from the British Zone of Austria and, if so, how soon this programe 
could be placed into effect. 


Unfortunately, PCIRO is not at the present time in a position 
to reimburse the military authorities for such rations as they may 
orovide, nor can there be any guarantee of such reimburscment in the 
future although this will obviously depend upon the future financial 
position of PCIRO, 


It would be appreciated if you could advise me on this 
ter at an early date in order that a report on the subject can be 
submitted to the Preparatory Commission at its next Session which is 
schedule to convene 21 October 1947.

General Maclean told me yesterday by telephone that he proposed 
to travel to Vienna next Sunday night and spend Monday and Tuesday — 
(20th and 21st October) in Vienna, leaving for Iondon on the 22nd, He 
had discussed with me when he was passing through last week the desirability 
of his making contact with the Austrian Government and I had suggested 
that Dr. Gruber and Herr Helmer would be the most appropriate members for 
him to see, 


I spoke to Dr. Gruber on this subject today and, as I had 
previously agreed with General Winterton, I suggested that it wovld be a 
good thing if, before General Maclean arrived, Dr. Gruber discussed the 
displaced persons' position with Herr Helmer and w ver Austrian 
Authorities were appropriate with a view to formulating an Austrian 
Goverment policy in regard to displaced persons. I added that 
General Maclean was more or less in charge of the resettlement of D.Ps. 
on the British side and the points which he particularly wished to 
discuss were: 


(a) How many the Austrian Government felt it could absorb; and 


(b) The steps which were being taken by General Maclean's 
Mission, 


I suggested that Dr. Gruber and Herr Helmer, with anyone else on the 
Austrian side whom they thought fit, should have a meeting with 
General Maclean to which we could send a representative. 


Dr. Gruber welcomed this suggestion. He is engaged in 
Parliament in the Hauptausschuss on Monday afternoon; there is the usual 
Cabinet meeting on Tuesday morning; and we therefore arranged that the 
meeting should take place at 5.00 p.m, on Tuesday the 21st October in 
Dr. Gruber's room 


Dr. Gruber added that the proposal which he brought to London 
last January was that Austria should undertake to absorb 50,000 D.Ps. 
This number might be increased a little. But this proposal was contingent 
on the remainder of the D.Ps. being moved elsewhere. The removal to 
Germany had, however, been held up by General Clay and General Robertson 
and he was not sure what proposals the Austrian Government would now be 
in a position to make. He would, however, have the question examined 
before General Maclean's arrival,

agreed in consequence, to withdraw the proposel for semi-permanent pointment of 
Copt. Smith in the Zones on the umiertuking that he will be given facilities for 
making visits on a tenoorery basis, It is felt that to place obsteeles in the 
way of such visits would be most untesirable from a political point of view, ani 
it is hoped, therefore, that you will agree to call Cept,Seith forward whea 
specified requests are made for a visit to téke place, It has ‘een explained to 
him that the facilities are limited, and he is fully aware that he cannot expect 
to have accomodation ani transport placed. at his dispossl whenever ani wherever 
he may wish. As his visits will be to the three vestern Zones af both Germany 
and Austria, it is not expected that any great burden will fall on account of then 
on any one Zone. 


Your imnediate reply to this proposal would be appreciated in 
order that Lord Pakenhum aay rely to the Committee.

In face of great reluctance to undertake the commitment 
already shown by the American authorities and lure. of GC. 
Germany to induce them to accept even the number which he hi 
under pressure, was prepared to take, I think it would be a 
mistake to press the letter of the eement so hard as you 
would evidently favour. 


2. In ideal circumstances I am sure you are quite right, 
and, as you mow, it would suit us to see -ustria entirely 
cleared of displaced persons by removal elsewhere. But I 
do not think we can use displaced persons agreements as an 
instrument of this policy. 


aa You are no doubt right in thinking that its terms could 
be interpreted to include some of those whom your Commission 
has already found to be "white", but the interpretation is not 
our exclusive prerogative a I am sure we cannot expect SIR 
SHOLTO DOUGLAS and the americans to sympathise with any 
classification of "removables" under the agreement wider than 
category “greys in camp" already established by you. 


4 I am afraid if we ask of them too much we shall fail to 
get even that number accepted. 


5 As for the Yugoslavs, the letter and the intention of 

the agreement will have been amply satisfied by removal of 4.00 
odd (allowing for addition of some of the others revealed by 
close examination). It would seem that our ow labour- recruit- 
ing programme, which as you know, is now aiming high in regard 
to Yugoslavs, can be expected to look after the rest of doubt- 
ful cases.

4. These are the only pertinent references in the Agreenent to 
the matters under discussion, It will, therefore, be apparent 
that there is no obligation to renove outside D.Ps into camps 

for purposes of screening. In fact, even had we undertaken such 
an obligation, we have in my opinion no legal right to imlenent 
it. Equally, there is not only no obligation but also no 

right to penalise in any way those D.Ps who refuse to pay attention 
to the Yugoslav publicity campaign.
